Figures, of course, will right themsetyes 
‘in the sweet by-und-bye,’ but meantime 
they are exercising an einasculating cifect 
upon the London trade. They have taken 
rom it tho small legney of spirit luft to it 
at ‘tho close of season 1883, 

There has been an effort te propagate 
the idea that the present soasgn hax been 
marked by’an absence of excitement and 
tush. The excitement may nob have been 
so perceptible as. it lias been in sume 
seasons, but figures will prove that the 
tush, or tho jeulousy, or tho competition, 
or whutover other name may be applicd to 
the acti‘n of foreigners. has quite kept up 
its standard. For instance, as compared 
with lust year—

the humiliation-of striking the colours dear 
fo their heart in broad daylight! The 
authoritics were not even consistent in 
their reform-rage, but tho first Easter day 
only three German sand one American. enb- 
ject recvived theorter, while other national 
colours remained undisturbed. Second 
Easter day other house-owners received the 
sume order, but even’till this day (thio 
weeks after Easter) somo. of the foreigners, 
living out of sight of the police staticn, 
have as yet not receivod any notification 
that the showing of their own colours is 
iHoynl. That this matter caugod much bad 
feoling aroongst the foreigners and even 
amonyst the more liberal-minded Russians, 
is not to be wondered at, uid it was shown 
very clearly too by thy tetal absenco of all 
foreigners at the bal: mascué and baysar 
held on the Second Euster day for tho 
bonefit of the emigrants ‘arriving this spring; 
a fact which porhaps caused the whole alliir 
{o go off rather tanicly. 

A ease of barglary has been amongst the 
events tovin this guy aud festive community 
during the winter. The firm of Tou Lang- 
elatge were’ the sufferers from this kind 
attention, which besides jewellery, cta. cust 
them 2,000 roubles socreted for tho night 
only, in abug along with important buaingss 
papers, ‘The thieves wero evidently Chinese, 
and well-known in the localities, the wateh- 
inan of conrse hearing nating and the dogs 
never giving any alarm, Eventually one of 
the thieves way caught by a Russian clerk 
ielonging to the business, who had played 
detective, ‘and daly sceured by the police. 
Probably the Celestial did not find his night 
quarters in the police quite conforable, but 
he did not at all events stop to be inter- 
viewed on’ the matter, as* by the noxt 
morning he had sticeveded in making 
himself searco by mews only known 
to. hintself aud somebody else. More 
than a month afterwards he was caught 
again near the Chinese border, haying 
previously borrowed, viz., stulen, a horse 
from a gentleman here to maky his trip 
on, and he is new Jucked up here again.
